Defendant EPA reports that it anticipates issuing its final response to part 12 of 
Plaintiffs FOIA request no later than August 7, 2019 and its final response to parts 
1-11 no later than August 16, 2019. Defendant NHTSA has already issued its final 
response. The parties disagree on the next steps moving forward. Plaintiff requests that 
the Court grant partial summary judgment briefing on NHTSA's assertion of 
Exemption 5 with respect to records responsive to paid 8 of Plaintiffs FOIA request. 
Plaintiff states that immediate action is required due to an impending deadline for 
submitting comments to a regulatory proposal issued by EPA and NHTSA.The Court 
will not allow partial summary judgment briefing at this time. Conducting summary 
judgment briefing on NHTSA's claimed exemption before EPA has completed its 
response is not an efficient use of the parties’ or the Court's resources. Plaintiff's 
request for more immediate access to NHTSA's withheld information does not 
outweigh the inefficiency that bifurcating Plaintiffs FOIA request and conducting two 
rounds of summary judgment would cause.Instead, the Court ORDERS the parties to 
file a further Joint Status Report on AUGUST 16, 2019, advising the Court on the 
status of the matter and recommending steps for moving forward. Signed by Judge 
Colleen Kollar-Kotelly on 7-29-2019.
